- MLA on budget debate 


Speaking to the legislature 
March 16, St, Albert’s MLA 
Ernie Jamison proposed that 
the government provide 
needed relief to new and 
young farmers through low 
interest farm credit. ‘I’m 
talking about something in 
the neighborhood of three 
per cent - or in some cases 
interest free loans,’’ he said 

The fact that 1,000 farms 
per year are being absorbed 
or disappearing from the 
province, Mr. Jamison said 
was his major concern as a 
rural representative, He 
agreed with the Conserva- 
tive attack on the problem 
through greatly increased 
emphasis on all aspects of 
marketing. 

The MLA also stated he 
would like tosee the govern- 
ment consider a plan to 
equalize industrial tax. 
“From the outset the City 
of Edmonton should have had 
a just return from Refinery 
row,’’ he said, The County of 
Thorhild was another ex- 
ample, ‘*MD of Sturgeon 
ratepayers have plowed in 
$193,000 for upkeep of roads 
to the fertilizer plant, and 
received nil taxes,’’ noted 
Mr. Jamison, He also felt 
that equalization of indus- 
trial tax would give the gov- 
ernment ‘‘room to move,’’ 
in placing industrial devel- 
opments on non-arable land, 

The 4,9 million budgeted 
for early childhood educa- 
tion he felt was a step in 
the right direction and urged 
priority support for the 
Evelyn Unger school and for 
associations working with 
children having special diff 
iculties, such as the Stur= 
geon and St, Albert Associae 
tion for Children with 
Learning Disabilities, 


These parents are making a 
most worthwhile effort, and 
gaining support of teachers 
and trustees who are aware 
of the need for further help 
for these children, said Mr. 
Jamison, 

The St. Albert MLAcriti- 
cized Edmonton’s insistence

Mayor Gibbon did, however,

Reflects Bouyant Year 


On behalf of council, I 
welcome you to the St. Albert 
Ratepayers meeting relating 
to the year 1972, 

During 1972, council cone 
sisted of the following mem- 
bers: John Bakker, John de 
Bruijn, Bob Hudson, Rene 
Kambouroff, Frank Lukay, 
Rod Throndson and myself. 
Rene Kambouroff resigned 
on November 21, 1972 and 
moved to 100 Mile House in 
British Columbia as the op- 
erator/owner of a motel- 
hotel complex. 

The book surplus for 1972 
was $50,743.56, bringing the 
total book surplus to - 
$167,954.56. The 1972 sure 
plus was primarily created 
through the supplementary 
tax assessment, Cash on 
hand at December 31, 1972 
was very low due to land 
purchases by the town dur= 
ing the year. I would hasten 
to add that these purchases 
have created land assets 
which will do nothing but 
appreciate in the future,

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President puts the case for wide 


public support - Historical Society 


The more than 70 resi- 
dents who attended the 
Historical Society Open 
House recently were ene 
thusiastic in their comme 
ents on the film ‘‘Father 
Lacombe OMI,’ It was shown 
in color and well produced 
to show the warm human 
qualities and happy and en- 
gaging personality of the 
famous missionary priest, 
along with his strength, 
dedication and love of the 
metis and native people and 
their wilderness land, 

Many of those present 
toured the museum and about 
40 took advantage of the opp- 
ortunity t» become members 
of the distorical Society. 

President Arlene Borg= 
stede in her address first 
reviewed the history of the 
little log chapel built on 
the hill overlooking the Sture 
geon, which was to become 
the nucleus of St. Albert 
settlement and eventually 
the Father Lacombe Mue- 
seum. She introduced Father 
Bideault OMI, who alongwith 
Father Jan was instrumental 
in the preservation of the 
chapel, 

She spoke of artifacts kept 
in the museum over half a 
century; personal effects of 
Father Lacombe, Bishop 
Grandin and other Oblate 
priests, tool and household 
items dating back to the days 
of early settlement here. 
Indian and Eskimo artifacts 
collected by missionaries, 
and numerous unrelated it- 
ems ranging from a knitted 
cape from Bolivia to carved 
rosaries from Jerusalem 


and lava from Mt. Vesuvius, 
The condition of the build- 
ing and lack of heat were 
not condusive to preserving 
leather, paper, wood, etc., 
and there was alack of funds 
to maintain and repair the 
building, said Mrs, Borg- 
stede, 

Late in 1969 it was evident 
to Father Levangie that 
steps must be taken at least 
to up-date and re-do the dis- 
plays within the museum, 
Volunteers were sought and 
approximately 60 people 
have assisted with this pro- 
ject over two years, ‘‘Ireal- 
ize that singling out indivi- 
duals is dangerous,’’ said 
Arlene, but she mentioned 
Ruth Horne and Andre Duduc 
as examples of the dedicae 
tion which has been shown 
in the preservation of the 
history of our town, Tony 
Deschenes supervised con- 
struction of display cabinets 
Arlene co-ordinated clean- 
ing and cataloguing artifacts 
and Brother Andy Boyer dir- 
ected the composition of the 
new displays. 

The more the volunteers 
did, the more they came to 
realize that some majorde- 
cisions would have to be 
made concerning the muse 
eum. A board was formed 
with representatives from 
the Archdiocese of Edmon- 
ton, the Oblates and St, Ale 
bert Parish. The town was 
asked to have a representa- 


tive and Mayor Gibbon joined 


the board, also Father Le- 
vangie and Brother Andy, as 
acting curator, Three more 
members from the commune 
ity were added as well.

A financial statement for 
the year 1972 has been pre- 
pared but as yet has not 
been certified by the audit- 
ors, 

GENERAL REVENUE FUND 

The Financial Statement 
for the year 1972 has been 
circulated to those present 
in a condensed form, It con- 
tains revenue and expendi- 
tures for the general account 
The following comments are 
offered in» regard to these 
statements; 

The surplus for the year 
is $50,743, The 1972 budget 
was balanced and surplus is 
realized because of $222,000 
of supplementary taxation, 
Land purchases and finale 
ization of some problems 
reduced total revenue to the 
net result stated above, 

The 1972 levy has exceed- 
ed $2,000,000. The current 
levy collected is 97,54 per 
cent of levy. This is an exe 
cellent rating. 

The provincial govern- 
ment has placed limits on 
the municipal assistance 
grant. We received $265,- 
091.70 against $217,772. in 
1971. The increase was due 
to our growth. 

UTILITY REVENUE FUND 

The water supply system 
deficit for the year amounts 


to $3,948.50 and the accum- 
ulated deficitis $57,560, The 
rates reviewed in 1972 did 
not result in a proportion- 
ate increase in revenue and 
it suggests that the rates 
be again reviewed,

Reserves for future 
development of the sanitary 
sewer system have accum- 
ulated to atotl of $288,164, 
Interest earnings and sur- 
plus from projects provide 
a cash surplus of $236,150.

LOAN FUND 

Reserves for the future 
development have accumu. 
lated to $81,018 and surplus 
funds are in the amount of 
$36,669, 00,

General Expenditure per 
Capita $231.00 

The business of the town 
was conducted through the 
course of 99 meetings, Re- 
gular and special meetings 
of council totalled 33 and 
the balance of 66 were of 
Committee of the Whole and 
sundry other meetings.

Comment From Ottawa 
Poverty is serious in Canada 


(Hon, Marcel Lambert, M, P. 
P.C. + Edmonton West) 

If you are a single person 
with an annual income of 
$2,013 or under, you are 
poor, If you are a member 
of a family of five with an 
annual income of $5,368 or 
under, you are also consid- 
ered poor, according to 
Economic Council of Canada 
poverty lines established in 
1971, 

Poverty is a serious pro- 
blem in Canada, particularly 
in urban areas, In 1967, our 
metropolitan areas account 
ed for more than one-third 
of Canada’s poor families 
and more than one-half of 
individuals living below the 
Economic Council of Canada 
poverty lines. 

A 1965 study by the Cana- 
dian Welfare Council gave 
equally startling and de- 
pressing figures, The me- 
dian per capita income of 

surveyed poor families was 
less than $400 in St. John’s 
and Montreal; $500 in Tor- 
onto; and $600 in Vancou- 
ver, This urban policy study 
found that 26 per cent of the 
families had no male head; 
43 per cent of the house- 
holds had a chronic physi- 
cal problem in the family; 
70 per cent of the males 
and females had less than a 
Grade 8 education; 46 per 
cent were unemployed for a 
period greater than 10 
weeks; and their housing 
was judged to be ‘‘unfit’’ 
or ‘‘bad’’ ~ the lowest pos- 
sible categories - in almost 
half of all the cases re- 
viewed. 


POVERTY OVER 65 


An 18=month study, ree 
ported in January showed 
that about 50 per cent of 
Canadians over 65 live in 
poverty. The study refers 
to ‘‘the myth of the aged 
retiring to a life of res- 
pect, comfort and leisure’’ 
and points out that for those 
over 65, ‘‘whether you work 
or not you are destined to

POVERTY-CHILDREN 


Last week, the National 
Council of Welfare, released 
a report on nutrition which 
showed that a great number 
of Canadians are undernoure 
ished due to poor eating 
habits, The situation is ser- 
ious among children in poor 
families, The council repor=- 
ted that rickets ‘‘was supp- 
osed to have virtually dis- 
appeared in industrial nate 
ions, yet in Montreal's 
poorer sections a shocking 
300 cases a year are now 
reported,” 

At a press conference on 
July 19, 1972, Prime Mini- 
ster Trudeau told reporters 
‘twe have dealt in the past 
four years with the very 
important and urgent areas 
of helping the poor... and 
in the future I think there 
will be a less pressing need 
to act in those directions, *’ 

The most publicized pro- 
gram = the Family Income 
Security Plan = was supp- 
osed to be part of a larger 
package developed by the 
Trudeau government to fight 
poverty, But lack of co-ore 
dination hindered the anti- 
poverty effectiveness of 

FISP, 

Health Minister Lalonde 
has convened a conference 
of federal and provincial 
health ministers in April, 
to discuss the problem, But 
until the government iswille 
ing to undertake fundamen- 
tal reforms, any attempts 
at solutions will prove to 
be unsuccessful,

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Development Prospects Indicate Morinville Growth 


To Over 8,000 


The Town of Morinville 
presently has a population 
of 1,500 people, according 
to census figures of 1972 
and with developments in 
progress by Marlo Homes 
Ltd. plus development pro- 
posals by Willowbrook 
Homes (1964) Ltd, and Green 
Acres, the town population 
could swell to about 3,500 
in the next year or so, 

That’s aot the end of Mor- 
inville’s projected growth 
however, because Forest 
Glen (Dixie) Ltd., owners of 
about 450 acres of choice 
development land located 
southeast of the present 
townsite could conceivably 
more than.double the pro-
